WHEN THE NATION 
DECLARES 
WAR 
HANNA SAYS WAR 
IS VERY REMOTE

W as

Only once has this government made 
a direct declaration of war. T hat was 
against Great Britain, and the bill, af­ 
ter a bitter and protracted debate in 
both bousea and in the face of the 
most violent opposition, passed the 
congress June 18, 1812, and in the 
same day was approved by President 
Madison. 
The statue was as ’ollows: 
Be it enacted, etc., th at war be and 
the same is hereby declared to exist 
between the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the dependen­ 
cies thereof and 
the United States 
of America and their territories anc 
th a t the president cf the 
Unltec 
States is hereby authorized to use the 
whole laud and naval force of the 
United States to carry the same into 
effects aud to issue to private armet 
vessels cf the United States commis 
sions or letters of marque and general 
reprisal in such*form as he shall think 
proper, and nuder the seal of the 
States, against the vessels, goods aod 
effects of the government of the said 
United Kirgdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the subjects thereof. 
There was nevei any formal decla­ 
ration of w ar against Mexico, and 
during the civil strife between the 
states, f'om 1861 to 1865, the W ash­ 
ington government refused to recog­ 
nize that a state of w ar existed. 
A declaration of w ar is not by any 
means essential to the inauguration of 
hostilities between two governments. 
la th e present situation, 
however, 
there is not likely to be any fighting 
unless congress shall first deolsre war 
against Spain. 
If such a declaration 
is made it is not probable th at Presi­ 
dent McKinley would decline to meet 
the emergency thus presented.

It seemed to start in the 
boof aud g ) up the leg. 
Our t eat 
mnnt was to take a pen knife and hold 
it between the thum b and finger so 
th at it would out only an eighth ol 
an inch deep. 
la toe hollow of the 
pastern we woald 
m ike a cut an 
eighth of an inch deep and about an 
inch long which would perm it us 
lay back the skin and uncover the 
small vein th at 
ties 
between two 
tendons 
W ith a button book we 
raised this vein, cut it in two, and let 
it bleed, filling the wound after the 
bleeding had stopped with salt or hot­ 
ter. 
This operation was m eant as a 
preventive and was only done in the 
ease of calves or young eattle. Wheth­ 
er it would be advisable with old 
cattle, I couldn't say. 
When used in 
timer I never Knew it to fail.

seemed as if the disease traveled up 
the vein and cutting the rein stopped 
its course.”

For selling colored oleomargarine 
contrary to the state law, John McGav- 
ock, of Beloit, pleaded guilty in toe 
municipal court this morning,and was 
fined $50 and costs,or a total of $56.15, 
which he paid. 
Mr. McGavock, before entering his 
plea of gnilty, stated to the court that 
it was unintentional on I is part, and 
that at no time was he aware of the 
fact that he was vio atirg the law by 
selling oleomargarine that was col­ 
ored. 
That be was selling oleomarga­ 
rine he fully realized, he said, for at 
numerous pisces about his store he had 
displayed signs thst fully 
warned 
those who intended purchasing. With 
such placards placed about hie store 
ho thought that was all the state law 
required. 
A Flea of Guilty. 
Mr. McGavcck then pleaded gnilty, 
and Judge Phelps imposed a mini­ 
mum fine, $50; |he maximum being 
$500. 
The defendant in this case is an up­ 
right and highly honored business 
man of Beloit, who is engaged in the 
grocery business with his broiber un­ 
der the name of McGavock Bros. 
For 
years they have carried on an honora­ 
ble business in the Line City, and for 
sometime past have handled oleomar­ 
garine, selling it in large quantities 
to their trade. 
On January 21 last, 
W. W. Chadwick, assistant state dairy 
and food commissioner, walked into 
the McGavock store and asked the 
clerk if he had any oleomargerine for 
sale. 
He then made the purchase of 
two packs gas, which were forwarded 
to tho state chemist at Madison. Both 
packages were properly stamped aud 
marked, and were fully in keeping with 
the state law with the exception that 
the oleo waa colored to represent bat­ 
ter which fact alone was a technical 
violation of the law. 
The Law Is Strict. 
The law provides that all oleomar­ 
garine to be sold to the pnblii of Wis­ 
consin shall not be colored, nor shall 
it be retailed w thont first being pro­ 
perly stamped and marked. 
Retailers 
must also have iu their places of bns- 
nesB display signs warning the public 
of just what they are buying. 
Mr. McGavock intended to fight the 
case and make a test one of it,b at after 
consulting his attorneys in the inattec 
he thought it best to let it end in the 
municipal court. 
Must Stand the Fine Alone 
The Obiaago firm who sold him the 
oleomargarine will not aland the fine, 
for they claim Mr. McGavock should 
have known the state law. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Gavock now says he will try and make 
the Chicago house stand the loss. 
Cornelius Buckley

morning in behalf of the defendant, 
while District Attorney W. A. Jackson 
prosecuted.

Book river clam shells have found 
their way in goodly numbers to the 
gay French capital. The pearl bntton 
manufacturers of the city of Paris 
have decided that the Bock river ehell 
is good enough for them, both in price 
and quality. 
One hundred and forty-six barrels 
of shells were packed in this city Sat­ 
urday and shipped via the Chicago, 
Milwaukee A St. Paul road to New Or­ 
leans, where they were loaded aboard* 
freight liners bound 
for 
Europe. 
Bichard Finley, the local shell dealer, 
was the shipper, and on each barrel 
he placed the following address: “ No. 
6 Bue Gunite, Paris, France.” 
T he F irst D irect Shipm ent 
To just what firm the consignment 
was billed Mr. Finley said he prefdried 
to keep to himself, for the reason that 
the eastern firm, for which he is actiog 
as agent, do not believe in telling all 
they know. 
In speakirg of this 
shipment to 
Paris Mr. Finley says it is the first one 
of Bock river shells th at has ever en­ 
tered French territory, and that it 
will mean muon to the clam shell in­ 
dustry of Wisconsin and Illinois in 
the future. 
In the city of Paris are 
situated some of the largest pearl 
button factories in the world. 
A 
year ago when the fame of the Bock 
river clam shell was sent throughout 
this country, 
word 
reached the 
French manufacturers and they were 
not slow in investigating the merits 
of the product. 
Late last fall several 
letters bearing the Paris post mark 
reached this city and each was direct­ 
ed to Mr Finley. 
That same week 
a strong box well filled with shells 
was shipped to Paris as samples, the 
French manufacturers 
stating that 
they preferred first to get an idea cf 
w hat grade the shells were before 
they made any purchases on a large 
Beale. 
Pleased w ith th e Q uality. 
On the arrival of the samples an 
other letter soon found its way to this 
city, and the shipment of the 146 bar­ 
rels—or about fifteen tons—followed 
last Saturday. 
“They must think well of our shells 
over in Paris,” said Mr. Finley this 
morning, “for one must consider that 
it takes a large sum of money for 
freight charges alone to land those 
fifteen tons in Paris. 
The shipment 
consisted of a first class grade of t hells 
th at were fully up to the samples, anc 
there Is little doubt but they will an­ 
swer every purpose.” 
At the North Main street clam she! 
storage house the loading of a car 
with shells was taking place today 
the consignment being billed to Quit 
Alan Bros., of New York. 
This firm 
manufacture pearl buttons, and have 
bad previous shipments from here.

MINIATURE BOATS. 


An Ingenious D evice In v en ted by a Bright 
St. L ouis M essenger B oy. 
Miniature steamboats may be seen 
plying in the turbulent water of the 
basin o f the big Merchants’ Exchange 
fountain almost any day during the 
regular session. They are the property 
Of a horde of messenger boys and fur­ 
nish amusement for not a few of the 
•‘big boys” whose hair has grown gray 
through years of excitement on ’change. 
A little, dirty faced messenger, bright 
os a dollar and as saucy as messengers 
over get to be, is the inventor of the de­ 
vice that propels the boats through the 
water. It is a paddle wheel fashioned 
after the propeller of a regular Missis- 
•ippi river steamer, but instead of steam 
power being used the wheel is kept in 
motion by Ineans of a twisted rubber 
band. 
The boats are made of light cigar box 
wood. The bottom of a box is cut in 
the shape of a model bow boat with a 
square piece removed from the back 
And, so as to admit the paddle wheel. 
The rubber is adjusted between the two

rapports left after cutting out a piece 
of wood large enough to admit the 
wheel, and the wheel is then turned 
backward, so as to twist the rubber. 
When released and the boat is placed 
on the water, the rubber unwinds and 
turns the wheel, which in turn moves 
the boat. 
The paddle wheel is one of the most 
interesting and ingenious features of 
the tiny craft. It is made of two pieces 
of wood about three inches in length, 
with a slot cut half way through each, 
so as to admit of their being put together 
in the shape of a cross. This when turned 
around so as to fit the back part of the 
boat makes the wheel. The rubber band 
is placed between the paddles and 
stretched from one support to the other 
to form the axle. 
A fence is built around the boat by 
inserting pegs in holes made with a 
jackknife and stretching a thread from 
one to the other. One, or on especially 
fancy boats two, high masts complete 
the outfit, and the craft is ready for 
launching. The new invention affords 
diversion for .fully a score of delivery 
boys every hour of the session, and not 
a few men may be seen standing around 
the fountain at any time watching the 
•port.—St. Louis Republic.

SHOT DOWN BY A MOB. 


Negro 
Postmaster 
Murdered 
in 
HU 
Burning House. 
Charleston, S. C., Feb. 23.—Fraser B. 
Baker, a negro postmaster at Lake 
City, Williamsburg county, was mur­ 
dered by a mob at I o’clock Tuesday 
morning. Since he was put in charge 
of the office by President McKinley, in 
September last, diligent efforts have 
been made by the white people of the 
town to have him removed. 
On one 
occasion he was fired at from ambush, 
but he escaped. 
According to the best accounts ob­ 
tainable, a mob of several hundred 
people, supposed to be white citizens, 
collected in a lonely spot Monday night 
and arranged plans to 
kill 
Baker. 
About I o’clock in the morning they 
sneaked to 
the postmaster’s cabin, 
which was also used for the postoffice, 
and set the place on fire. The crack­ 
ling of the flames aroused the family 
and they tried to rush out. 
Immediately a volley 
of lead was 
poured into the cabin. Baker fell dead. 
Another bullet pierced his wife’s hand 
and killed the baby which she was 
carrying. Two daughters and one small 
son were wounded, but they may live. 
The mother was seriously wounded.

Among the objects brought up is the 
fine silverware of the battleship, which 
was presented by the state of Maine, 
and also the loving cup, a gift of sev­ 
eral citizens of the same state resid­ 
ing in New Orleans and presented dur­ 
ing the last visit of the Maine to that 
port. 
The 
divers brought up also 
many rifles, sabers and other less im­ 
portant objects. 
At 2 p. rn. the largest and finest flag 
of the Maine was discovered near Casa 
Blanca, across the bay. It was sent 
to the American consulate. 


The bodies were those of a man and 
a girl of 12 years, lashed together to 
a broken spar. The man’s body was 
hanging to the mizzen riggings with 
the child in his arms. 
He had ap­ 
parently made frantic efforts to save 
the little one when the seas over­ 
whelmed him. A master’s certificate 
was found in the clothing. It was is­ 
sued at Weymouth, N. S., to John 
Cook, and gave the year of the man’s 
birth as 1843. It is thought he was 
the first mate and that the girl was 
one of Capt. Dakin’s children. 
Capt. Dakin had been in the employ 
of Taylor Bros., who owned the ill- 
fated vessel, for many years and had 
made frequent voyages here. He re­ 
sided with his family at Digby Neck, 
N. S. 
Those familiar with Nantucket and 
its 
vicinity 
believe that the unfor­ 
tunate craft approached the coast dur­ 
ing the fearful easterly gale of Mon­ 
day, and, being unable to put about 
and make for the open sea, was dash­ 
ed to destruction on the back side of 
Nantucket.

Two witnesses—Henry Steln- 
metz and Charles Weisenfelder—were 
called. Each denied any knowledge of 
the lynching.

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A WOMAN’S RAILROAD. 


“^iaparfcy w its Dig Southern Pacific, 
some one who is for the people, will 
take up tile v/ork aud carry it through, 
I shall be glad to have doue my share. ** 


OftHfomia women are building a rail­ 
road. It was projected by a woman, 
partially surveyed by a woman, the 
work is being personally supervised by a 
woman, and when the road is completed 
It is to be owned and operated princi­ 
pally by women. 
Mrs. Annie Kline Rikert, president 
of the company, is the founder, organ­ 
iser and controlling genius of the enter- 
She is an energetic southern 
woman, somewhat past middle age. 
Before she took to building railroads 
the was a prospector and miner. She 
discovered the Calico silver mines in 
San Bernardino county and the Pino 
Blanco, the Oro Madre and other gold 
properties in Tuolumne county. In this 
latter region she ^wns a number of 
mining properties^hich her railroad 
Will make valuable. 
When she began operations, many 
people said the road could not be built 
because the route lay through a rough, 
mountainous country covered with for­ 
ests. Mrs. Rikert let them talk while 
she hustled about, organized her com­ 
pany, set surveyors and engineers at 
work and let her contracts. Now the 
San Joaquin and Tuolumne railroad is 
in actual process of construction. Mrs. 
Rikert is president of the company, and 
Miss Maggie Brainerd is its treasurer. 
Four of the six directors are women. 
The road runs from Stockton to Sum­ 
mersville, in Tuolumne county, and part 
of the way it parallels the Milton road, 
a branch of the Southern Pacific, with 
which, of course, it will compete. The 
line runs through the Sierra foothills, 
and at one point crosses the famous 
Stanislaus river. Work is already well 
under way, and a large part of the 
stock has been sold, so that the project 
is sure to be carried through. 
Mrs. Rikert spends part of her time 
In the offices of the road in San Fran­ 
cisco and part at the scene of operations. 
Mounted on her pony, she rides down 
the line and supervises the work. 
“ The road is to be an independent 
line,’* she says, “ and we are building 
it because we believe that the people 
will patronize it and that it will be a 
paying investment. I knew Tuolumne 
county must nave a railroad, amt i tc h 
sure that if one were built it would 
pay. I took a compass and a six shooter 
and started on horseback over what I 
thought would be the best route for the 
road, and eventually made a preliminary 
survey from Summersville to Stockton. 
“ No, there were no hardships in any­ 
thing that I did. I have always been 
used to exploring the mountains, I have 
been engaged in mining for the last 16 
years, and I can ride and shoot as well 
as most men. I suppose I am stronger 
physically and have more endurance 
than most men who have not lived out­ 
door lives.______. 
______ 


“ I have been accustomed for the last 
20 years to conducting business enter­ 
prises. Therefore you will understand 
that projecting and building a railroad 
did not look to me as It would to a wo 
man who had always lived indoors and 
busied herself with the so called femi­ 
nine occupations. 
“ This road means a lot for Tuolumne 
county. We go from Stockton straight 
through a grain country for 22 or 23 
miles, then we come to the copper belt 
—to Copperopolis. These mines used to 
work 1,200 men, and they had to close 
down because freight was so high. It 
cost them $3 per ton to get their mat to 
Milton and $2 more to Stockton and the 
same rates to get back to the mines. 
Now when we get our road in we’ll put 
that on to Stockton at $1 per ton—per­ 
haps only 75 cents. We expect to get 
into Sonora for $1. 
“ Then when we leave Copperopolis 
we come straight to the mother lode 
belt.and ^ye tap the big .east belt, the

The Chinese Oil Tree. 
In a recent report of the United States 
consul geneial at Shanghai there is an 
interesting description of the tung, or 
Chinese oil tree. This useful tree grows 
to a height of about lo feet aud is of 
beautiful appearance, its leaves being 
vivid green and its flowers a pink white. 
The seeds are poisonous, and it is from 
them that the oil is extracted in tile 
most 
primitive 
fashion by woodeu 
presses worked with wedges. The oil 
thus obtained is largely used all over 
the country in the rnannfacture of paint 
aud varnish, for waterproofing paper 
and umbrellas, and in some districts for 
illuminating purposes. But its chief 
use is for calking boats. On the sub­ 
merged parts of vessels it is applied 
hot, but on other parts it is painted on 
in thin coats quite cold. All Chinese 
boats are thus oiled twice a mouth, and 
so are made to assume a glossy appear­ 
ance, while the wood is greatly preserv­ 
ed. Like most other commodities, this 
tree oil in often adulterated before it is 
sold by retailers—chiefly with cotton­ 
seed oil.—Chambers’ Journal.
